HOW TO CARE FOR YOUR 
ELECTRIC APPLIANCES 


_By “ELEANOR: ROSS _ 


ET fo over small electrical ap- 


piiances today . and offer little 
suggestions that will help in making 
these useful servants stay on the job 
without having to take. time out 
for repairs.. For we are told that 
brand-new post-war appliances al- 
ready are having to be fixct, matmy 
becauso of careless handling. And 
-apart. from this, a little care should 


keep tablo .appliances sweet and 


clean, not greasy. . 
The toaster requires a good brush- 
off with a nice soft brush or cloth. 


And it doesn't want to get the lifa- 


shaken out of it trying to get rid of 
the crumbs.’ So many of today's 
tonsters ure made with a slide-out 
tray to take care of the crumbs, but 
It seems that often the tray stays 
just where [t Is, as though it had 
been fixed. 


Tho Toaster 


Don't ‘stnb a toaster with a fork 
because a crumb or raisin gels 
caught in it. That practice is often 
tho cause of a short-circuit and the 
fork-wielder will be dye for a shock, 

Don't try’. to make . greasy sand- 
wiches in n toaster. It just doesn't 
work. Get a sandwich cooker and 
Keep it nice-und fresh, Only too 
often the sandwich grill is taken out, 
put to. 
Without .being ‘thoroughly cleared ‘of 
all grenso traces. And after a while, 
stale grease starts to. smell funty. 
The. same thing goes for the wattle 
iron.
